IOWA HAS MISSED SOMETHING 
It appears the legislature of Iowa is 


confronted with, a proposal to adopt in- 
come taxation in that state. 
One of the 


authors of the Iowa income tax hill wrote 
G-overnor Elaine for evidence in favor 
of such an act. Mr. Blaine replied with 
the desired testimonial, which is to the ef- 
fect that after taking a dozen bottles of 
jneometaxirina "Wisconsin has developed 
such marvelous industrial vigor it is the 
envy of the country. The inferences are 
that income taxes here have been a great 
help in securing and expanding manufac- 
turing. 


One of the co-authors of the income tax 


bill, upon receipt of Mr. Blame's com- 
mendatory letter, was so impressed with 
the value of the income tax as a busi- 
ness getter and industry builder that he 
quoted figures of the United States in- 
ternal revenue department to show that 
between 1917 and 1922 New York 
gained IS.000 business corporations and 
."Wisconsin GOO. both states having an in- 
come tax law. "while Iowa without one 
lost 400 business corporations." 


Here is a brand new light on income 


Taxation. Iowa is urged to adopt income 
taxation in order to build up its indus- 
trial and commercial business. Think of 
what might have been done in Wisconsin 
had our chambers of commerce and our 
municipalities used our income tax law as 
an asset for bringing in new industry. 
Think how effective it would have been to 
invite capital to come into "Wisconsin and 
enjoy income taxation and wax fat on its 
benefits. We may be sure that Iowa will 
make the most of its opportunity once it 
gets this law on its statute books. It is 
surprising that the idea has never before 
occurred to so progressive a state as Wis- 
consin. 


There is no disposition anywhere_ to ar- 


gue with Go%ernor Blaine about income 
taxation. We have it. we are used to it. 
il* is a good revenue producer and there 
are some things whiVh recommend it. 
It 


is an easy method for passing a tax onto 
the ultimate consiimer, provided the tax 
is kept "within reason. What Wisconsin 
industry objfcts to is the constant agita^ 
tion in the legislature TO increase taxa- 
tion and to pass other laws which discrim- 
inate against manufacturing and make it 
more difficult to compete in general mar- 
ket". 


The beauties and blessings of income 


taxation make an inspiring theme for the 
super-progressh es; the nearer it conies to 
confiscation the better it is to him. But 
of course Mr. Blaine can think and talk 
only in terms of politics. 
He knows that 


whatever industrial development has tak- 
en place in Wisconsin has been in spite of 
onerous taxation. He also knows that a 
vast amount of capital outlay and indus- 
trial development has been throttled by 
our tax policies, actual and threatened. 
Both he and the Iowa solon in pointing 
to New York's income tax neglect to state 
that it is reducing tho tax 25 por cent and 
that Michigan has refused to adopt income 
taxation. If we had a policy of tax re- 
duction, income and other forms, in Wis- 
consin, that would be getting soino\\hpro. 
But instead we have a policy at Madison 
of increased taxation—an increase in the 
administration bill that will almost double 
the tax of many business enterprises. 


son in political economy that our legisla- 
tors and our governor would do well to ab- 
sorb. "The wisest and soundest method 
of solving our tax problem is through 
economy," says Mr. Coolidge. 
He has 


reduced public expenditures by billions of 
dollars, he has reduced taxes by hundreds 
of millions and he is going to continue to 
reduce both expenditures and taxes. This, 
he wisely holds, is the road to prosperity 
and to the common good of all. 


At Madison the plan is to increase the 


already onerous tax burden in this state 
by some $6,000.000 annually, and this 
notwithstanding the state treasury is over- 
flowing with funds and there is more 
money on hand than the politicians know 
how to spend. Consider this policy in the 
light of Mr. Coolidge's statement that 
"the collection of any taxes which are not 
absolutely required, which do not beyond 
reasonable doubt contribute to the public 
welfare, is only a species of legalized lar- 
ceny. "' We leave the deduction and its 
application to conditions in Wisconsin to 
the reader. 
Consider also this from the 


president: 


I favor the policy of economy, not because I 


wish to save money, but because I wish to sa-\ e 
people. 
The men and women of this country 


who toil are the ones -uho bear the cost of gov- 
ernment. Every dollar that we carelessly •waste 
means that their life -nill be so much the more 
meager. E\ ery dollar that we prudently save 
means that-their life v.ill be so much the more 
abundant * » » The time is arriving when we 
can have further tax reduction, when unless we 
'wish to hamper the people in their right to earn 
a living we must have tax reform 
The method 


of raising revenue ought not to impede the trans- 
action of business; it ought to encourage it * * * 
AVe cannot finance the country, we cannot irn 
prove social conditions, through any sjstem of 
injustice, even if we attempt to inflict it upon 
the rich. Those who suffer the most harm will 
be the poor. * * * The -wise and correct course 
to follow in taxation and all economic legisla 
tion is not to destroy those who have already 
secured success, but to create conditions under 
which everyone -will have a better chance to be 
successful. 


Over these words the government down 


at Madison ought to ponder. Whether it 
does or not. we are sure they will be 
weighed carefully and thoughtfully by the 
people of Wisconsin. 
They express eco- 


nomic truth* that are unassailable, and 
that are fundamental to the well-being, 
advancement and prosperity of every in- 
dividual. They point the way to improve- 
ment in the lot of the poor, as well as to 
the prosperity of those constructive en- 
terprises which must continue to be suc- 
cessful and profitable if there is to be gen- 
eral prosperity. 
The policy of radical- 


ism in Wisconsin, the policy of the present 
state administration, is to strike at suc- 
cessful enterprise, is to do exactly what 
President Coolidge declares is both futile 
and harmful. 


If the people of Wisconsin do not see 


the truth of. what the president says they 
will have to suffer the consequences, and 
the chief suffering will be among those 
least able to sustain it. 
The resourceful, 


the successful, the rich if you will, will 
take care of themselves, even to the ex- 
tent of removing from the state if that is 
necessary. 


Had Mr. Coolidge's inaugural been 
spe- 


cifically addressed to the people of Wis- 
consin it could not have been better 
worded. It covers the whole tax situation 
in this state and is an indictment of the 
administration policy and the proposed 
tax legislation. 
We cannot but believe 


the common sense and good judgment of 
the people of Wisconsin will recognize the 
force and significance of the president's 
counsel and that they will approve it. 


The political situation at Madison is ut- 


terly reckless. It is conceived in rancor 
and folly. Between it and the position of 
President Coolidge there is an insuperable 
gulf. 
One is a blind assault on produc- 


tive enterprise and success. The other is 
a conservation of production, encourage- 
ment 
of 
enterprise 
and relief of the 


people from excessive taxation and living 
costs. 
The people can take their choice. 


One of these days the pendulum is go- 


ing to swing in Wisconsin back to the high 
and sound plane on which Mr. Coolidgo 
stands. 
The only question is how much 


farther it is going to swing m the other 
direction 
and 
how much damage it is 


to cause before the reaction comes.

ETHMOID HEADACHE. 


The ethmoid (sieve like) bone is a little bone In 


the floor of the skull between the eye sockets. The 
ethmoid cells (or sinuses) are a series of little air 
spaces in the ethmoid bone which communicate, 
as do the other nasal sinuses, with the nasal cavity 
and are lined with the same mucous membrane. 


Acute and chronic inflammation of the ethmoid 


cells are much more frequent than even the doc- 
tors formerly supposed, and in many cases of chron- 
ic 
ethmoidltis, 
suppuration within the cells, no 


diagnosis or a wrong1 diagnosis Is still made, with 
consequently futile treatment, for want of a proper 
examination. Among the conditions for which chron- 
ic purulent or suppurating ethmoiditls is mistaken 
are bronchial asthme, neuralgia, eye trouble, and 
chrome headache. 


The headache of ethmoiditis Is often ascribed to 


constipation, eyestrain, overwork, and other hypo- 
thetical factois and the sufferer ignores the nose or 
throat trouble, perhaps considers it "catarrh"— 
a.nother hypothetical ecxjplanatlon—and attributes 
it to our climate of the weather, both of which are 
always unsatisfactory here at home. I merely as- 
sert that there is no such entity as "catarrh"—no 
reputable physician will attempt to define such a 
disease I do not mean to imply that there is noth- 
ng the matter with anv one who assumes his trou- 
le is "catarrh." Only outright quacks and' nostrum 
akers purport to recognize a specific condition or 
isease as "catarrh." Now if you've got the "cat- 
rah" please don't get mad at me—-ask the man you 
ought it from.

hey take all manner of remedies and treatment. 


The headache of ethmoiditis is likely to be worse, 
ke many other kinds of headache, when the vic- 
ime happens to be costive, and that leads to a lot 
f unwise dosing with physic.

t, and here the spectacle charlatan gets In a good 
troke of business.

Ethmoiditis of this chronic purulent type usually 


legins in childhood, in a series of acute attacks, 
which are not recognized because so many people 
and so many doctors dismiss such attacks, in chil- 
dren as "common colds " 


Not every case of chronic ethmoiditis Is accom- 
anied with headache, and not every chronic head- 
.che is caused by disease of these cells. 
The physician diagnoses ethmoiditis by (1) specu- 


um examination and inspection of the drainage open- 
ng of the sinus, (2) corroborative evidence in. the 
; ray picture in many cases. 
v 
Ethmoiditis is not rarely the underlying- cause and 


;ource of chronic middle ear suppuration. 


Ethmoid headache is surgical headache, although 


many cases of acute ethmoiditis proceed to complete 
recovery without surgical intervention.

Women whose education 
and development are completed may perhaps smoke 
moderately, too, without injury to their health—but 
hey don't. "When a woman gets the tobacco habit 
she has it only a short time before the habit has 
her, anc! she goes to excess. What to smoke is a 
matter of individual taste. -

The energy value of. a quart ol 


milk is about equivalent to that of a pound of lean meat or to eight 
eggs 
As a source of energy cereals, are, however, far cheaper than 


either milk, meat or eggs, and, therefore, cereal and milk is the 
ideal combination of foods to furnish body energy in childhood. 


Calcium salts (lime), supplied in our food, are necessary not 


only for bone formation but for the development of the important 
organs of the bodj, espec.ally the glands of internal secretion

braces. But he was always chosen as 
umpire. 


One day he came to Miss Keller- 


man, downcast. No longer was he to 
be umpire. Politics within the gang- 
had named another. Billy, .it seemed, 
was doomed to the sidelines. 


"Now is the time," said Miss Kell- 


erman. That night she refused two 
theatrical offers, each promising- 55,- 
000 a week salary. 
She would take

"Hidden Rancho." 
Already she has 


some pupils and the results have been 
so marvelous that she is contemplat- 
ing starting such schools throughout 
the country. 


"Four years' curative progress made 


in three months," pronounced a doc- 
tor of one child. Another who came 
to the school barely able to walk is im- 
proving so rapidly that In less than 
two jears physicians believe she will 
be playing tennis and with not trace 
of a hmp left 
Every case, say those 


who have watched Miss Kellerman s 
efforts, shows 60 to TO per cent im- 
provement within a 
comparatively 


short time. 


"I do not want this effort to be 


considered charity," says Miss Keller- 
man. 
"Of course, the little boys and 


girls who come for the swimming cura- 
tive courses will not be charged a 
cent. 


"But the school, and others to be 


established, will be made to pay their 
own way." 


This will be accomplished by water 


shows which Miss Kelleiman will con- 
duct through a women's club which 
she v> ill operate in connection v> ith the 
schools.
